The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

The nucleic acid molecule of invention I, the polypeptide of invention II, and the 

oliogonucleotide employed in the method of invention III are three chemically and 

structurally different compounds each of which can be made and used without the 

others. They do not reflect a single inventive concept because they lack a common 

utility that is based upon a common feature or combination of features that distinguishes 

these three compounds as a group from the prior art. 

Further, the process of invention III is unrelated to the isolated nucleic acid of 

invention I or the isolated polypeptide of invention II because the process, as claimed, 

neither makes nor uses the claimed compositions. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 

acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 

for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
